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Affairs in Japan. — A long letter from Ja- 
pan to the New York World, which we pub- 
lish elsewhere, gives an interesting account of 
affairs among our antipodes for the past six 
months. It will be seen that Japan is anx- 
ious to send another embassy to the United 
States, England, and France, the members of 
which are to pay their own expenses. Our 
New York contemporary does not regard this 
anxiety as surprising, for the bitter experience 
of the last twtr years, and a knowledge of 
what is going on in China, must have taught 
the governing classes of Japan that the exclu- 
sive policy which has heretofore obtained will 
not ds, end that henceforth relations of a com- 
mercial character wito the outside world are 
inevitable. The World judges that the real 
object of the last embassy was to find ont 
how little intercourse It was possible to have 
without war; but the next, in all likelihood, 
will be to discover how much they must have 
to secure peace. Should another embassy be 
sent to this country, they will bo treated with 
more reserve and less display, aud will leave 
hs with a more correct idea of the relation of 
things than they did before. The embassadors 
will come and go like other people, and can, 
therefore, profit by their trip. Compared 
with England and franco, we stand well with 
the Japanese, and in view of the future com- 
merce of the Pacific, we should do what we 
can to secure their good will. 

Lucy Aiken is dead, in her 83i year. 
The world is indebted to her for a number of 
yVry readable historical works, Uomoira of 
the Courts of Elizabeth, James I., and Charles 
I., which, though written when materials for 
English history were not what they now are, 
can still be consulted with advantage aad 
read with pleasure. , She was, eminently, a 
"clear writer, and few works by masculine au- 
thors are so good as hers. In her workj on 
Addison she was not so success.'*!, and it had 
the disadvantage of being reviewed by Ma- 
caulay, who, though in gentlemanly terms, 
pointed ont some of its many errors, while he 
warmly commended her earlier writing?. He 
said of her, ‘‘She is better acquainted with 
Shakspear# and Raleigh than with Congreve 
and Prior; and is far more at home among 
the ruffs and peaked beards of Theobold’s than 
among the stenkirks and flowing periwigs 
which surrounded Queen Ann’s table at 
- Hampton. _ She seems to have written about 
the Elizabethan age, because she had read 
much about it ; she seems, on tho other hand, 
to hav^read a little about the age of Addi- 
son, because she had determined to write 
about it.” Macaulay's admiration of Addi- 
son was so intense that bo could not allow a 
poor life of him to be taken, even by a wo- 
man, without entering his protest; bat he 
used Miss Aiken very civilly. Besides the 
works named, Miss Aiken wrote a memoir of 
her father, Dr. Aiken, a Life of Zinglius, and 
other volumes. Mrs. Barbauld, once so well 
known through her writings, was her father’s 
sister. Her death occurred on the 29tn of 
January, at Hampstead. 



A National Academy of Letters.— A t a 
recent meeting of tho New York H siorical 
Society, a movement wa.3 made toward 
the establishment of a National Academy of 
Letters. Tho Rev. Arthur Cleveland Cox, D 
D., introduced the subject in a briof speech, 
and offered the following resolutions, which 
were seconded by Rev. Dr. Osgood, and adopt- 
ed, and the following gentlemen appointed as 
the committee, namely: Rev. Dr. Cox, Gulian 
C. Y'erplanck, George Bancroft, George Fol- 
som, and Rev. Dr. Osgood. 

Resolved, That this Society has heard with 
pleasure of a design to found a National 
Acacemy of Letters, and to obtain a charter 
of incorporation for the same, from Congress. 

Resolved, That a committee of five heap! 
pointed on the part of this Society to consider 
and report upon the subject, and recommend 
such measures as it might be suitable for this 
Society to adopt for carrying into effect a 
design so important to the national prosoeri- 
ty in education and learning. « 

In advocating a National Academy of Let- 
ters, Dr. Cox spoke of the following advan- 
tages to be derived from its establishment: 
1. To maintain the purity of the English lan- 
guage, and to extend its use and influence in 
America. 2 . To stimulate and encourage a 
high standard of popular and professional 
scholarship in all parts of our country. 3 . To 
represent the common interests of all scholars 
and men of letters in the nation; and 4. To 
maintain relations o ( mutual benefit with the 
scholars and learned societies of foreign coun- 
tries. We trust that the project will not 
We allowed to fall into oblivion, like so many 
previous attempts of a similar character, after 
the ventilation of a littlle sentimentalism oq 
the subject. 

' The habit of generalizing from a single 
statement sometimes causes ludicrous mis- 
representations. Thu3 it was stated in the 
newspapers, somo time ago, as a good joke, 
that an old lady refused to touch a newspai 
per containing the President ’3 message be- 
cause she had heard that he had tho smallpox 

This story went to France, whereupon Galig- 
nani’s( Paris) Messenger solemnly announces 
that “so stupid are the lower orders of the 
United States that they hesitated to take the 
journals containing the President's Message 
from the postoflice, fearing that they might 
catch the smallpox, under which the writer 
of the message was reported to be suffering.” 

«©- The shores of the Cape off Portland, 
Me., are strewed with goods from the wreck 
of the Bohemian. A gentleman saw in Broad 
Cove, on Tuesday, a mass of goods of every 
description closely intertwined, swashing on 
the shore, consisting of silks, broadcloths, rib- 
bons, laces, in fact every description of dry 
goods, entangled in which was the body of a 
maD, so enfolded that it was with the greatest 
difficulty that it could bo extricated. Immense 
quantities of goods are scattered everywhere 
on the coast. It requires vigilant watch to 
prevent the articles washed ashore from being 
carried aw ay by dishonest persons.

NEWS FROM JAPAN— ANOTHKB FOBHIGN KM- 
BA8SY PBOPOSUD.

Kanaoawa, Japan, Dec. 24, 1863. 
Yery erroneous reports have gone to the 
United States respecting the course of event3 
in Japan during the last six months. To 
leaTo these uncorrectcd would be to leave 
myself, to use a military phrase, without n 
“base of operations.” A telegram or newspa- 
per paragraph from California, copied into 
the New York paperB jnst received here, 
speaks of the Medusa and Tancrede as British 
men-of war, and tbs admiral who punished 
the Prince of Nagato ns the British admiral. 
The “lion” is thereby given more than the 
“lion’s” share in these transactions, consider- 
ing that the British hare had no share at all 
in the fighting at Shimonoseki. Moreover, 
the doings of the United States steamer Wyo- 
ming, Captain McDougal, seem to be entirely 
misunderstood, both a3 to their grounds and 
effect upon the Japanese government and peo- 
ple. There has been no collision between any 
iSriuslfrvessel and the Prince of Nagato. Ves- 
sels of three other nationalities were succes- 
sively fired upon, in attempting to pass 
through the Straits of Shimonoseki, and 
British vessels, being thu3 forewarned, have 
ever«ince kept out of harm’s way by avoiding 
the straits. 

The first attack was made upon the Amer- 
ican merchant steamer Pembroke, asshelayat 
anchor a little to the eastward of the straights 
at night, intending to go through the next 
morning. Two armed vessels— a bark aad a 
brig (late the British brig Lanrick)— passed 
the Pembroke rom the east and anchored 
a short distance from her, between her and 
the entrance of the strait. At about 11 P. U. 
they opened their broadsides upon the Pem- 
broke; but, as their shot passed over her, she 
was enabled to get up steam and eecipe, un- 
der cover of the darkness, through the Bungo 
channel to the open sea. The Dutch corvette 
Medusa was next fired upon in passing up 
through tho straits from Nagasaki. She was 
wholly unprepared for it, but fought her way 
through under the fire of tbree armed vessels, 
two of which had attacked the Pembroke, 
and the other was the late British steamer 
Lancefield, the shore batteries joining in the 
attack as the Medusa cam* within range of 
their guns. It is a wonder that the Medusa 
escaped being sunk. She was hulled many 
times, and had a large number of shots in her 
waterline. She lost five or six men killed 
and bad a number more wounded. 

The Wyoming went down to the straits to 
look after the two vessels that fired upon the 
Pembroke. She saw them anchored in front 
of the town of Shimonoseki as she entered 
the eastern extremity of the strait, and at 
the same time was fired upon by a masked 
battery on the southern shore. Of coarse 
she could not be indifferent to this additional 
insult to our flag, but responded with a like 
compliment. As she steamed on, the other 
five batteries opened fire upon her, and the 
armed vessels, including the steamer Lance- 
field, also joined in the fight. Had not Cap- 
tain McDougal wisely kept out of the ebau- 
nel, and near the northern shore, she might 
have been sank by the shore batteries, which 
had their gnns all trained upon the lino of the 
channel. As it was, their shot passed over 
her aud through her rigging, while she was 
hulled several times by the guu3 of the 
armed vessels; and a shell burst upon her 
deck, prostratieg all the men on the port side 
at the forward gun, ahd killing two. Two 
men, standing by the anchor, were killed by 
aioundsbot. She remained about an hour 
under fire, aod meantime exploded the boiler 
of the Lancefield, and lor; the brig Lanrick in 
a sinking condition. The town was also set 
on fire by her shells, aimed at the batteries in 
the rear of the iowu. Before the Wyoming 
reached Shimonoseki jt French despatch gun- 
boat, the Kinchan, had run the gauntlet of 
these batteries aud the veesels on her way to 
Nagasaki, and barely escaped being destroyed. 
Captain McDougal had no knowledge of this 
till he returned to Yokohama. To puai3h 
the Prince of Nagato for the outrage upon 
the French flag, Admiral Juarez went to 
Shimonoseki with the Semiramis, his flag- 
ship, and the Tancrede. He destroyed a 
battery at the east end of the strait, and at- 
tacked a village near by, the particulars of 
which affair have not very clearly transpired. 

This is an outline of the facts referred to, 
but it will servo to show for what cause the 
Wyoming came to be concerned in these con- 
tests. There never, I think, has been but one 
opinion here on the subject. The attack 
upon tho Pembroke, so unexpected and so 
cowardly, and with evident intent to destroy 
her, while peacefully navigating waters that 
have betn a highway of tffe nations for the 
lest four years or more, imperatively demand- 
ed that Capt. McDougal should chastise the 
offender, it possible, by seizing or destroying 
hi vesse s The attack also upon the Wyoming, 
this additional insult to the United States 
flag, could cot be overlooked, nor could Cap- 
tain McDougal have withdrawn from Shimo- 
noseki without resenting it. He would have 
merited the scorn of his countrymen, and his 
name would have been covered with infamy, 
had he cot accepted the challenge of the 
Prince of Nagato. Either that Prince is 
chargeable with having committed acts of 
piiacy, or of war. The Tuikun’s ministers 
jremptly disowned Nagato’s acts, and subse- 
quently it has turned out that he has been 
plotting to dethrone the Emperor of Miako, 
and to supp’authim by another. The conse- 
quence was that he was obliged to flee to his 
own territory; aud it is said that his confed- 
erates, and others of like mind, haveeougro- 
geted there in open hostility to the govern- 
ment of th's country. 

Now, as to the effect of Capt. McDongal’a 
expedition to Shimonoreki, it remains to"say 
that fo far has it been from prejudicing the 
Japanese or the government against Ameri- 
cans, thattbe contrary is thefac*. The Prince 
of Nagato being in open hostility to the gov- 
element, it was not at all disagreeable to the 
Taikun or to the Emperor to sec him punch- 
ed for endangering the peace of the country 
with foreign powers, by his acts of wanton 
violence. 1 have heard more than one 
Japanese official speak in terms of high com- 
mendation of the Wyoming’s doings at Shira- 
oncstki, and not a few of the common people 
have done the eatne. It was a good thing 
mereover, for the reputation of the United 
Slates Government among Europeans. We 
have betn profusely charged with playing 
the pert of mere hangers on in tho East, let- 
ting England take the lead and do all the 
fighting, and then coming in for the benefits 
thereof at the close of hostilities. Whether 
or not the charge bo n just one, I do not de- 
sire to decide. But in the present instance it 
cannot be eaid that the force at the dispos tl of 
our representatives in these parts was with- 
held from taking the initiative in retaliating 
upon a prince who dared to insult our flag. 
The Turning went alone to administer the 
punishment upon him. AH foreigners in 
tbi3 quarter of the world unite in comm»nd- 
log the ga lac try of Captain McDougal cud 
his e Duets on that occasion. Here he is 
thought to have been the right man in the 
right place. 

The British expedition to the Prince of 
Sattzma’s territory in September last was al- 
together a distinct affair. For eleven mouths 
or more the British charge d’affaires, Colonel 
St. John Neale, had been corresponding with 
the Taikun ministers, in respect to the de- 
mands made by the Brit'sh Government upon 
the Taikun and the Prince of Satszma, on ac-' 
count of the murder of Mr. Richard-on and 
the wounding ot two others by persons in 
Salrzmas train in 18C2. The Taikun s min- 
isters declared themselves unable to deliver up 
the murderers, or even to insist upon the pay- 
ment of the £25,000 demanded or the Prince 
They did not wish to hare the British fleet 
go to Kangoshima to enforce the demand, and 
yet they were unable to satisfy it themselves. 
After waiting so long, aad finding that he was 
no nearer the accomplishment of his object than 
when he began, so far as the Prince ofSw-zma 
was concerned, Col. Neale determined to go 
with the Admiral to Kangoshima, Satszmi’s 
capital, and preES the demand in person. Ad- 
miral Kuper weDt with a squadron of vessels 
including hia flagship, the Euryalus, and w »3 
accompanied by Qol. Neale and suite. On 
their arrival at KaDgoshima they found the 
place fortified by batteries on the shore in 
fiont of the town and on the island opposite 
to Kacgcshima, between which and the town 
there wa3 a channel sufficiently broad for the 
fleet to maneuver in. Col. Neale 3 ent into ftie 
Prince of Satszma his demand in writing, 
and received an evasive and apologetic an- 
swer, justify ingthe murderof Mr. Richardson, 
on the ground that the princes and their trains 
had the exclusive right of way on the thorough- 
faies of the country, and throwing the blame 
upon the Taikun for having, without due 
authority, made treaties with foreign powers 
that contravened the righ s of the damios, and 
bidding Col. Neale go to the Taikun for re- 
dress of his grievances. 

Admiral Kuper, therefore, taking matters 
into his own hands, ordered some of his ves- 
sels to seize tbree steamers belonging to 
Satszma, which were lying at anchor further 
npthe bay, and to bring them alongside the 
fleet as hostages or securities for the inlnlment 
ot Colonel Neale’3 demands. This was don?, 
and therefore, at about noon of the same day, 
the batteries opened fire upon the British 
fleet. The Admiral made a 3’tgnal for the 
veFEtls that had the steamers lashed to their 
sides to burn them, and it was speedily doue. 
Meantime the battle raged fiercely, aud the 
fleet, consisting entirely of steamers, was 
constantly in motion. There was a furious 
storm of wind aDd rain all that after- 
noon, and the firing only ceased at 
dark. The town was set on fire by the shells 
from the fleet, and the wind caused the fl ernes 
to spread rapidly. A large part of the city wss 
laid in sshes. An extensive machine-shop 
and fcnrtdery wered devoured by the flames, 
and oniy the tali chimney remained to mark 



the site. Tnenext morning the battle was re- 
newed, and, after silencing somo of the batter- 
ies by dismounting their guns, the fleet, with 
the flagship leading the lice, moved slowly 
along the face of the several batteries, each 
ship delivering its broadside on passing, and 
so took leave of Kangoshima. ButtheJapan- 
ese fired the last shot, as I am informed by 
one of the officers who was there. For some 
weeks it was uncertain what would b* the ef 
feet of these “coercive measures.” 

But early in this month we were surprised 
by the arrival of a commissioner from the 
Prince of Satszma at this place, who came 
here to settle the difficulty with the British 
Government, and eventually paid the twenty- 
five thousand pounds, and engaged that every 
endeavor should be made to bring the mur- 
derers to condign punishment. It was made 
perfectly evident at the interviews between 
him and Col. Neale that the Prince of Satszma 
wants no more fighting with the British, but 
that he has had enough ot their gunnery. 
One of the points upon which the Commis- 
sioner was most nrgent was, that Col. Neale 
should use his influence with tho British Gov- 
ernment to bnild one or two first-class war 
Bteamers for the Prince of Satszma. Colonel 
Neale at first declined to do so, and intimated 
that probably tbe Dutch Consul-Generals and 
the United States Minister would be glad to 
accommodate him. Whether he finally en- 
gaged to favor the proposition I am not yet 
informed. 

The promise of Satsma respecting the mur- 
derers of Richardson is not worth so much as 
tbe paper on which it is written. No oae 
probably expects any bona tide fulfillment ot 
ft. It is, in other words, a Japanese promise, 
which is always an agreement to do some- 
thing, with the mental reservation, "if it can- 
not be avoided.” 

The state of things here at present is not at 
all indicative of hostilities against foreigners. 
Yokohama is rapidly filling up with ware- 
houses and dwelling?, and real estate is sell- 
ing at fabulous prices. It has advanced near- 
ly to the Shanghai Btandard. The demand 
for building lots is unprecedented, and at the 
rate the tow n is now bv i ding up there will soon 
be no room for new comer?. There is a Brit- 
ish and French fleet, with some three thou- 
sand or more sailors and soldiers here, and 
trade goes on here as usual. Large quanti- 
ties of silk and cotton came In daily, aad the 
tow n wears every appearanceof a place whore 
business thrives. This port wifi never be 
closed. The Japanese do not expept it to be 
done, and yet now aad then there is a request 
mace of the foreign ministers to consent to it3 
closing. Bat dualism is so peculiar a feature 
of Japanese life and aotion, that while the 
Salkun. for some unknown reason, may bo 
saying to foreigners, “Go,’ he all the while 
means no such thing, but wishes them to stay. 
There arc snarl3 and tangles in the web of 
Japanese diplomacy that puzzles the most as- 
tute diplomat, merchant, or observer who 
makes Japan his study. Let a man spend 
“ten week3 in Japan” and he is prepared to 
write a book; but let bias stay here as many 
years, and he will be t|uitc incompetent to the 
task, He is involved in an inextricable laby- 
rinth of contrarieties. 

JThc United States steamer Jamestown, Cap- 
tain Price, sailed from this port some whither 
a few days sgo. Tho Wyoming, at last ac- 
counts, was cruising in the neighborhood of 
Singapore, in search of the Alabama. She 
bas been capturing and burning American 
vessels about Java Head, or, jn the Java ssa. 
Since the 8th of October she h.is destroyed 
tbree ships, one of which, and the last yet 
heard of here, was the Contest, Capt. Lucas, 
belonging to A. A. Low & Co., New York, 
bonnet from this port homeward with a cargo 
of rags, cotton, aud sundries. When will our 
government put an end to the ravages of the 
Alabama'; Tho Contest is the fifty-seventh 
vessel which she has taken or destroyed. 
American ships can got no freights in these 
waters, or in China, in conseqdence of toe 
devastations which that sea-rover Seuimes is 
making, while ho laughs to scorn all the at- 
tempts to arrest him. If we have a navy and 
a government, pray let both show their power 
in the Pacific, as well as in the blockade of 
southern porta. So prays every loyal citizen 
of the American republic in the East. 

Yokohama, Jan. 8. 

The palace of the Taikun was burnod down 
on Christmas are. Being situated on the 
highest ground ih Yedo, the lire was visible 
at this place. This is the fifth time in about 
ten years that such a catastrophe has befallen 
hit majesty's residence. Four years ago, at 
nearly the same time of the year, it was, much 
of it, laid in ashes, and tor months after the 
saie of topper to foreigners wat prohibted un- 
der the pretext that ail the spare copper in the 
country was needed to rebuild it. A similar 
restriction is now laid on tho sale of the best 
kinds cf timber and stone, because the palace 
hes to be rsfcn’lt. The la o firs ir tail to have 
occurred accidentally, by the upsetting of a 
hitachi, or charcoal brazier, tbe usual Japan- 
ese warming apparatus for Houses. The l’ai- 
kun s chief concubine is said to I are been the 
unfortunate, though unintentional, agent ia 
tbis case, aud it is highly probable, because 
tbe fire is known to have originated ia the 
women’s quarter of the castle. She immedi- 
ately committed harakari on account of the 
tccidenf. 

Somo months ago, tho Japanese govern- 
ment took occasion to inquiro of the United 
States minister whether another embassy 
would be favorably received iu America aud 
Europe. Subsequently Lieut. CuHHt3, of the 
Chasseurs d'Afrtque, was horribly butchered 
by some tft known two-sworded men, while 
ridiDgouto! an afternoon iu the country near 
Yokohama. The murderers have never been 
arrested, as indeed no one of those who here 
committed such outrages upon the persons of 
foreigners during the las' four years has been 
brought to justice by the government. So 
many murders have been committed by the 
so-calltrkRncin, and with impunity, that tho 
common people say in a whisper the govern- 
ment is weak. There is a kind of re:gn of 
tenor among the peaceable in aoitants of 
Yedo from tbeir daily and nighily exoOjure 
to the mutderous assaults aud incendiary acts 
ot Ronin. But tbis is a digression. Ths 
JspnneEaMpverament, having thus far failed 
fo punis»lhe murderers of Lieut Damn?, are 
apprehensive of the effect of t ie news of his 
death upon the French government, aad 
have determined to send an embassy to 
Paris to deprecate tbe wrath of Louis 
Napoleon. Tiey are going bv the French 
line ot steamers “overland,” and have already 
enpeged their passages at Sianghai. It is 
probable that the embassy will also be acetoi- 
iled to the other treaty powers, for this gov- 
ernment set ms to think that a special embassy 
to tbe several powers might be able to induce 
them to consent to what the foreign ministers 
here can never do, the closing of this port and 
tbe confinement of trade to Niagasaki and 
Hakodadi. This is probably the chief induce- 
ment to send this embassy. It is not likely 
that such a preposition will be entertained by 
any of the treaty powers. The Japanese, 
doubtless, have been told so, but they are re- 
solved to try their diplomatic powers ia Eu- 
rope, and probably in the United States. 

They do not wish any ado to be made over 
tbeir embassy in foreign countries, and are to 
pay their ow n expenses. It is quite impossi- 
ble to discover what right the Taikun can 
have for closing this port. He is the gainer 
by the trade, monopolizing all the revenue 
derived front it. Perhaps his Majesty reasons 
thus: “I am now the sole receiver of the rev- 
enue from foreign trade, but I shall retain the 
same monopoly if the trade is coufiaed to 
Hakodadi and Nagasaki, and fee less annoyed 
by the proximity of foreign ministers to my 
court, and if it will quiet the complaints of 
cf the principal daimios to shut up Yoko- 
hama, it i3 better to do eo, if I can.” I can 
conceive of no other motive for pressing this 
measure that has the shadow of plausibility 
or probability. 

By instructions from Washington, the 
United States Minister has made demand upon 
the Taikun’s government for indemnification 
for the turning of the United States Lega- 
tion, for some outrages committed by mob 3 at 
this piece last spring upon the persons and 
pioperty of American citizens, aud 3 orae other 
infringements upon the rights of citizens of 
the United States. The demands are erai- 
ntntV just, and thirty days were given to 
meet them. The burning of tho castle on 
Christmas eve bas furnished an ostensible rea- 
son for delay, since the Council of State have 
stated officially that the United States Minis- 
ter’s communication to them oh the subject 
wss destroyed, with some other public docu- 
nieDts, by the fire, and they have requested 
him to furnish them with a copy of his letter. 

It will be sent to them, of coafse, but it 
would be a satisfaction to know whether the 
story about the destruction of ths United 
States’s Ministers first letter is a fact or a 
convenient fictioD, trumped up for the sake of 
gaining time. It is not pleasant to indulge 
suspicions of the truthfulness of a govern- 
ment, but no one can have lived long in the 
East without having learned that truth is a 
matter of Email regard among the powers that 
be in this part of the world. It is to be hoped 
that cur Government vyiil enforce these claims, 
if Letd be, though it i3 not likely that any 
coercive measures will be necessary, provided 
the naval force be at hand to give moral effort 
to our Minister 3 exertions. Semi-barbarous 
cations have great respect for the ultima ratio 
w hen they see that it is ready to be adopted. 
The threat cf hostilities often prevent 3 war. 

At present we have not one man of-war ia 
the Japenese waters. Tho English, French, 
Dutch, end Prussians have more o.-les 3 ships- 
of-war in the harbor. There are about ore 
hundred and fifty British troops on shore, in 
new barracks erected for their accommoda- 
tion on tbe main street of Yokohama, besides 
mounted guards audsom> sixtv infantry to 
protect the British legation. Patrols of foreign 
soldiers ore sent out daily into the country 
about the town to keep tho region clear of 



Ronin. Those nations that have marines or 
soldiers here take turns ia sending out 
the patrols. Foreign sailers and marines are 
frequently landed for drill, with guns and 
musketry. Frequently the British admiral 
parades twelve. or fifteen hundred marines 
and blue jackets through our streets, or 
marches them through the town a short dis- 
tance into the country. It appears to please 
rather than to give offense to the Japanese. 

Japanese troops are also stationed in con- 
siderable numbers in the neighborhood of the 
town and at the guard-houses and gates lead- 
ing into Yokohama, and they arecopying the 
drill and equipment of the foreign soldier. 
The snare drum is their favorite musical in- 
strument— indeed it constitutes the whole of 
their martial music. It is amusing to see the 
pleased gravity with which the Japanese sol- 
dies, with their half tight, half loose trousers, 
and muskets, march iu Indian file from one 
guard house to another when relieving guard. 

It is Weil that there is at present a substan- 
tial agreement among the representatives of 
the western powera cn most questions that 
concern foreign relation with this country. 
When the civilized world makes common 
cause against Japanese perfidy and cruelty, 
this government will scarcely venture upon 
the unequal contest with them. To prevent 
it from fuch an attempt, by timely combina- 
tion of the tfeaty powers, is the greatest kind- 
ness to Japan. It is not only wise bat benev- 
olent to guard foreign interests here with a 
Tigilanee that will suffer no infringement of 
treaty-right3 to pass unheeded. It implies no 
undue sensitiveness to injury, nor arrogance, 
but simply a proper respect to the national 
honor. S.

Yesterday wss County Court again in our 
county.

This State hi3 thrice declared 
against this question, when agitated by tho 
disunicniris of the South. She will now 
have to meet lit as it boundB back from the 
di unionists of the North. 

Mr. Laury made no announcement of hia 
preitencc for any of the Presidential aspirant?. 
He wished all the ways trotted out and the 
ground viewed before be would commit him- 
self. He indorsed |so much of Mr. Lincoln’s 
policy of administering the government as ho 
thought good lor the country, how much that 
was he failed to State.

You will remember- that, in his 
eptech in the House of Representatives, in 
which be alluded to that meeting, he charged 
two of the members of the committee that re- 
ported the resolutions with disloyalty, and 
oneef them with harboring gnerillas.

The transferring of this branch of 
trade to year city has attracted thither many 
of our best citizers; while wo feel their loss 
we congratulate yon ia ycur acquisition.

pec. Neal Dow, who arrived hers to-day 
direct from Richmond, appeared on the ttoor 
ot the House this afternoon, in his Libby cos- 
tume-flannel shirt, blue pants, aad a single- 
breasted private soldier’s suit, sadly torn, and 
sewed up by the General himself, He says 
that if we have any success ia tbi3 campaign 
it ntuql be the last one; that the rebels cannot 
bold out for another. All thing?, he s«y», in- 
dicate their exhaustion. 

The General complains that some of his old 
Maine law disciples in R’chmond don't live 
ud to his precepts sinco they became rebels. 
He rxpretees a desire to be iu the field again 
as soon as possible. Gen. Wool and Gen. 
Humphreys were on the floor of the House 
and Senate tc-day, also Col. McKibben, of 
California, noted as Broderick’s friend. 

Capiains Sawyer and Flynn, whom the 
rebels had condemned to death, and for whom 
our government set apart Fitzhugh Lee and 
General Winder as hostages, have been ex- 
changed for those officers aud arrived here last 
night. They look weil and seem to have 
borne up bravely under their imprisonment. 
Captain Sawyer says that as hearty a greeting 
as he ever received from any one in his li r e he 
got from Fitzhugh Lee when they m ‘ under 
a flag of truce alter being exchanged. 

They agree with Neal Dow, that, while ths 
rebels may fight well this campaign, it will 
be almost impossible for them to make an- 
other, ’ .

Cairo, March 18. 

By the arrival of ths steamer Continental, 
we have the Na'chez Courier of tho 11th, 
which says that Gen. Tuttle, of Wisconsin, 
bad arrived at that city. He has been ap- 
pointed to the command of the post, which, 
at present, is one cf importance. 

The ram Horner picked up about a dozen 
escaped prisoners on the 3th ipst, They bad 
fce-U twelve days making ineir way' from 
Shreveport.

The transport Continental left Vicksburg 
with over 7,000 soldiers, nearly all veterans 
going north, A few boats remained at the 
wbatl bound for below. 

The weather is delightful. 

Generals Lee and Jackson hung on the 
rear of our tioot>3 on their return from Merid- 
i n ns far as Bolton Station, 36 miles from 
Vicksburg, where they retreated rapidly, be- 
ing driven back. They did no damage.

Art Suggestions. — In the number of the 
New Path for March we find some quotable 
paragraphs, critical, hypercritical, and suggest- 
ive. From an article on “Sculpture" wo take 
the following: 

Palmer's Faults . — No great work on sculp- 
ture can be produced by copying exactly a* 
single model. It is very seldom that a model 
tan be found which is even tolerably free 
from fault in all respects. Very many modern 
statues have evidently been copied, line by 
line, from the model close at hand. Mr. Pal- 
mer’s works are the most marked instance; 
they all have the look of portraits — portraits 
from crown to sole; and portraiture of un- 
known women in a state 'of nudity cannot be 
called high art. Of all the faults of the White 
' Captive, the worst sin against art is the clum- 
sy and ugly modelling of the knees and lower 
part of the legs. If it be true to nature, think 
ot the artistic taste that selects such a model 
and copies it submissively. If it be not true, 
think of the artistic taste which could go as- 
tray from the model into such vagaries of 
shapelessness. 

SCCLTTCRH IN CHURCHES. 

We desire that henceforth whenever a new 
building of importance is about to be built, the 
Eculplots should claim their share in it. If 
that begun cathedral in Fifth Avenue is ever 
1 raised Qbove the heads of men, let the sculp- 
tors see to it that all the Roman Catholic pre- 
lates in the country be represented by portrait 
statues, life-size, in their cassocks or in full 
pontificials. That would be a grand oppor- 
tunity, thus afforded, to be realistic and na- 
tural without losing anything of dignity in 
tbe portraying of ugly costume. There are 
few characteristic or graceful dresses left to us 
now ; we cughf to use those we have. One ol 
tnc most earnest and purposeful of our sculp- 
tors i3 at work on a bust ot the late Arch- 
bishop Hughes; tbis commission or another 
ought to be tor a full length statue. The cathe- 
dral he began, if carried forward according to 
the plans adopted, will doubtless be a very bad 
building indeed, and afford as little aid to 
sculpture as to architecture. Let us hope that 
it will remain as it is until a proper design 
shall have bten procured, and that then the 
sculptors will demand their share ia so im- 
! poitant a work.

Tho emigration movement hoa, however, 
not been peculiar to Ireland. Forty years 
ago the rggregafe sffiux from Europe did not 
exceed 20,000 a year. In the comssof twenty- 
five yee.re, it had risen to half a million per 
year, affecting very materially the papulations 
cf Geimany and Great Britain, aud depleting 
the dense masses ot other counui: 3 . Causes 
in operation to effect these result, have been 
the ixlended knowledge of other land?, where 
everything conspired to render the lot of the 
emigrant more comfortable, and the enhanced 
and cheapened facilities of communication, 
which brought? other countries within tbe 
bounds of sp eedy and cheap travel. Coloni- 
zation, too, has bccomean agent in theexten. 
sion cf facilities for emigration, r.nd the svs- 
tr ruatic efforts to found new homes iu fresh 
regions, have developed tho desire to seek 
locations where industry would meet with a 
eure and quick reward, and where the newly 
planted iamily would be placed in the line of 
promotion to competence and sure wealth, and 
to an established and honorable social posi- 
tion. 

In Ireland, the fruits of civilization have 
been conferred miner than developed. There 
bas been extensive misery among the people. 
Tbe first few regiments that left that couutry 
foued favorable welcome elsewhere. They 
gamed quietly the means of sending for their 
frmiiies and Iriends, apd they held out such 
glowiog visions of the comfort and plenty 
enjoyed by them, that the whole mas3 became 
iieuelrated wiih an intense longing for estab- 
lishment in these new lands where such im- 
mediate blessings watted upon industry aud 
tbri:t, and where even indolence and nnthritt 
avoided the perils of starvation and death. 
Precisely as the Irish home became more at- 
tractive, did the tide of emigration begin to 
receive a check. Unpropitious seasons re- 
newed the movement and the inordinate d?v 
maud for labor in the Federal States and else- 
w litre, again imparted to emigration some- 
what tf the colossal dimensions, to which it 
attained a few years ago. 

The present movement is likely to go or, 
for an American homo can be reached iu a 
iew days and at small C03t, and there is and 
will be for many years here a demand for la- 
bor not to be stayed by the ordinary im- 
. pulses of emigration. The stream will be 
swolleu and yet it will so diffuse itself over 
our country that it will have no more percep- 
tible influence than the flow of rivers h.vs 
ufton the sea, which receives them all, but 
which remains set within its own prescribed 
bounap. 

The desire to emigrate aad the demand for 
emigrants are reciprocal. Capitalists are per- 
piexed to find laborers for the enterprises of 
manufacturing and tho construction of public 
wotks in which they are eDgaged. Agricul- 
ture has need of tens of thousands of strong 
aims, and the reward of even the most un- 
skilled labor is certain and large. Knowledge 
of there facts are circulated abroad, and in 
fiuecces the millions who see no future for 
themselves ODd their families under the insti- 
tutions and forms ot Government, among 
which they have ber n reared. Of late special 
efforts have been made, to acquaint the people 
of Europe with tile pressing wan '3 of Ameri- 
ca, ana the result is seen in the quickened tide 
of emigration. It is not that the emigrant is I 
needed tor the wasteful process ot war : 
though if he chooses to bear arm3 that field is 
open to him. His mission is to repair the 
desolation ot war, by (he pursuits of peace, 
and to take the place of the hosts that have 
been diverted from legitimate labor, to the 
severe but unproductive toils of the camp and 
tbe field. Schemes to assist emigration may 
well engage the attention of statesmen, and 
oi those who are interested in commerce and 
manufactuies. The arrival of each now maa 
adds to our capacity for production, enhances 
the national prosperity, checks the growth of 
national fiebt, develops our material force?, 
and render? more cer ain 'he permaneqey of 
the empire which is here being erected

t6f“The Frankfort Commonwealth, we 
observe, publishes what is styled a "Call for a 
Union Convention,” to meet in this city on 
the twenty-fifth of next May, for the profess- 
ed object of determining whether the persons 
represented in the meeting shall send dele- 
gates to Baltimore or Chicago. That is to 
say, the radicals have called a convention to 
determine whether they will go with the rad- 
icals or with the conservatives. What pro- 
found strategy I What impenetrable cunning! 
The projectors of this device mast surely have 
a very exalted opinion of the sense of Ken- 
tuckians. 

To make the broad farce still broader, if pos- 
sible, the signers of the call, so far as they 
are known politically at all, are known to be 
in open fffiiiiatioa with the abolition party 
of the conntry. Thoy all agree in repudia- 
ting the platform of the Union party of Ken- 
tucky. Not one of them stands or professes 
to stand npon that platform. Not one of them 
is a member of the Union party of the State; 
for he who disowns the declared basis of a 
parly disowns the party. 

While, however, they ali agree in now oc- 
cupying a position of hsstility to the Union 
party of Kentucky, they do not agree 30 fafi- 
ly in their antecedents, some of them having 
been originally abolitionists, some Unionists, 
and some secessionists. For example, R. K. 
Williams, who heads the list, and who not 
longago was engaged some ten or fifteen days 
in privately beating up a meeting in the 
county of Graves to indorse Mr. Lueien An- 
derson, wrote the following letter two days 
after the fall of Sumter: 

Maykisi.d, Kv., April 16, 1361. 
Editor' Democrat , Louisville: 

It seems that a war policy has been deter- 
mined on, and that wp are to be precipitated 
into a civil war, without even due time for a 
peaceful solution of our present national diffi- 
culties. 

I suppose this war now inaugurated will 
cause Virginia to secede, and do away with 
the Border Slave State Convention, rendering 
it useless longer to keep up our ticket. 

The Uniou Democratic party have dis- 
charged their whole duty to prevent this, the 
most direful calamity that ever befel a great 
people. It seems nothing now remains to be 
done but to prepare to defend our homes and 
firesides, our wives and children— let us with 
cue heart aud a perfect union do this. 

My object in writing this is to request ray 
name to be withdrawn from the Union Demo- 
cratic ticket. Not that I would falter it there 
remains yet even a hope to restore peace to a 
distracted country. Respectfully,

M. M. Benton, again, who supports the cen- 
tre of the list, and whose current political 
character is sufficiently notorious, was so 
elated by the victory of the rebels at Bull Run, 
as has been asserted universtlly and never de- 
nied, that he drove ont of the city into the 
country in order to have room enough to 
shout good! How many more of the signers 
are haunted by the like antecedents we know 
not; nor is it important to ascertain. 

It is sufficient to know, that, whatever they 
may have said or done heretofore, they all 
unite now in repudiating the Union party of 
Kentucky and in espousing the abolition 
party of the country. The only Union 
party to the membership of which they 
have the slightest claim is the one 
whose national convention they significantly 
describe as “the Union Convention to be held 
at Baltimore, June 7th." They use the word 
Union in the abolition acceptation* They are 
doubtless Union miZiZ 1 bis acceptation of the 
term, but in no other. And they Siionia GO 
treated accordingly by the Union men of 
Kentucky. Any preteneion on the part of 
these Eigners to speak as members of the 
Union Democracy of the State is not only un- 
founded but insincere. Such a pretension is 
not worthy of high-minded adversaries. The 
projectors of the device are nothing more or 
lees than members of the abolition party, 
thoroughly resolved to vote the abolition 
ticket in November, and tbe device itself i3 
nothing more or les3 than an abolition snare 
in which to catch Union men that are sup- 
posed to be napping with one eye. We predict 
the number of this class will be found ex- 
tremely small. Nay, we think the number 
might be safely put down at zero. 

By way of doing this farcical movement 
the justice which appears to elude comment, 
we elsewhere republish the call entire, with 
the signatures appended. The argumentative 
part of the preamble we have confuted in ad- 
vance, though it is so flimsy and so opposed to 
the most familiar facts of our current history 
that it requires no formal confutation. 

gfjgf'Kossuth has issued a proclamation, 
which has been extensively circulated among 
bis Hungarian countrymen, who are in the 
Austrian army occupying Venetia. We have 
not seen the entire text, bat the telegaph 
states that he advises them to desert the ser- 
vice, leave the Austrian flag, and ally them- 
selves under the banner of the King of Italy. 
This he points out as the way to political free- 
dom, and shows that now is the time to strike 
when Victor Emanuel is preparing to assert 
his right in the Duchies as integral parts of 
Italian nationality. He tells them that 
already a Hungarian Legion is in process of 
formation in Italy. These spirited appeals of 
Koseuth will be timely if the Danish question 
is not settled, but it seems hardly possible that 
European diplomacy will suffer the casus belli 
much longer to interfere with the settlement of 
difficulties in the Scandinavian peninsula. 
The Schleswig-Holstein question can be 
readily accommodated to suit qll parties, if the 
Bference proposed by Great Britain should 
be held. The London Times says, or 
rather its Vienna correspondent writes, 
that Prussia, Austria, France, and Sweden 
have acceded to the necessity of this confer- 
ence, and “they hold the balance of power, 
rhich compel the Germanic Bund and Den- 
mark to adopt whatever policy of settlement 
maybe designated by the great powers, al- 
though thus far they have stood aloof from the 
proposed conference. Should the Danish 
question be settled in the London gathering 
by those who are least directly interested in it, 
except that it is the volcanic element which 
underlies Europe, and therefore causes ap- 
prehtnsiveness of explosion continually, there 
can be no doubt that the old monarchies will 
t .>m some new alliance, the result of which 
f iU bo to retain the territorial integrity of 
Austria for the present. These alliances are 
the'jropa and crutches by which decaying and 
weak countries sustain their position; knock 
them away and there will be a tumble and a 
break-down somewheres. Louis Napoleon 
atone perhaps leels self-confident, and looking 
,hc extension of the boundary of France in 
the direction of the Rhine may lay some cun- 
nin „ impediments in the way of settlement and 
His doubtless fair to presume that the king 
of Italy will not be disposed to advocate any 
policy which will thwart his earnest desire 
to bring the lsgunes of Venice under the sway 
of his royal domination. The resolution of 
-U o Je c e European difficulties, however ;s 
t ot <o be brought about by powder and ball; 
pfomacy in continental conferences aas tti 



compromised, when might prop<5333 terms of 
peace and right has to succumb before its in- 
exorab’e logic. We do not exactly see the 
way for Europe lo extricate herself from pres- 
ent difficulties, but, with the experience of 
the past and the knowledge of the cunning of 
the present before us, we are unable to bring 
ou:selve3 to believe that she can’t wriggle 
out of all entanglements. Alexander cut the 
Gordian knot with his sword, but that was 
before diplomacy was made a trade, and before 
the policy of Richelieu, derived from the Greek 
Lysander, "that, when the lion's skin fell 
short, to «ke it out with the fox's,” was ad- 
mitted as the golden rule for controlling na- 
tions. Whether Denmark can be duped with 
the promise of any paper guarantee, remains 
to be seen. Whether the minor States of Ger- 
many will take advantage of the pre-occupa- 
tion of Prussia and Austria to demand some 
new concessions toward their unity, is very 
doubtful. There has been a great de^l of talk 
in the Gorman principalities — more, indeed, 
than there was six years since in Italy — but 
the former have no leaders upon whom to 
unite or to depend. We find it, therefore, im- 
possible to penetrate the future. Germany, 
Italy, Galicia, and Hungary are ready for up- 
heaving, but there is hardly force enough to 
produce an eruption. Everybody is watching 
everybody; everybody expects to make a 
profitable step if somebody else should make 
a false one; everybody will, if struck, strike 
back right and left at neighbors, like the Rav- 
els in their pantomimes; but, whether the 
general peace of Europe can be preserved iu 
the midst of struggles now for the principles 
of nationality, and now for the preservation 
of dynastic authority, must be resolved by 
the fuluie turns of the wheel of chance.

GoYinson Bramlette' s Proclamation. — 
We publish this morning the Proclamation of 
Governor Bramlctte to the people of Kentucky 
on the Eubject of the slave {Iraft. It will be 
seen tbat either he ha3 modified his views 
■since be remonstrated with the President 
against the enforcement of the draft, or those 
views were not truly represented in the state- 
ment we received. He makes uo threats now, 
suggests no resistance, seta up no local law 
against ihe authority of the Government, but 
counsels caution, and directs resistance to 
take no oilier form than that recognized by 
the constitution, the ballot-box, and the dis- 
placement of the authors of the injurious pol- 
icy. It slaves are drafted, he recommends 
the oftner to resort only to legal remedies, 
and promises his help .— Indianapolis Journal. 

Our contemporary graciously adds that it 
has "no objection to {he proper use of either 
mode of resistance." The Governor of Ken- 
tucky will doubtless receive this assurance 
with a proper sense of obligation, though the 
edge of the feeling may be a little dulled by 
the consciousness that he has never contem- 
plated any other mode of resistance. Gover- 
nor Bramlette, however, has not “modifie4 
his views since he remonstrated with the 
President,” nor were those views "not truly 
represented” by the telegraph, in whatever 
manner the telegraphic statement may have 
been misrepresented by the radicals in and 
ont of Kentucky. His proclamation is entire- 
ly consistent with the terms of his remon- 
strance to the President as represented by the 
telegraph. The cry of nullification raised by 
the minions of the administration was simple 
bosh. And the cry is equally as false in re- 
spect to Colonel Wolford, whose position is 
identical with that of Governor Bramlette. 
Neither has so much as hinted at unconstitu- 
tional resistance. 

The position of Governor Bramlette in this 
exigency is the position of Governor Seymour 
in the exigency which arose out of the en- 
forcement of the draft in the city of New 
York last Fall. Said Governor Seymour in 
the admirable proclamation be then issued: 
While 1 believe it would have been a wise . 
and humane policy to hav» procured a j udicial 
decision with regard to the constitutionality 
of the conscription act at an early day and by 
a summary process, yet the failure to do this 
in no degree justifies any violent opposition 
to an act of Congress. Until it is set aside 
by the decision of the judicial tribunals, it must 
bo obeyed like any other act of the State or 
National Legislature. The antagonistic doc- 
trine that men may rightfully resist laws op- 
posed to their own ideas of right or duty, has 
not only led to great disorder and violence, 
but is one of the chief causes of the disastrous 
civil war which has wasted the blood and treas- 
ure of mtr people. Disregard far the sacred- 
ness of the constitution, for the majesty of the 
laws, and for the decision cf the judiciary, is at 
this lime ibe greatest danger which threatens 
American liberty. This spirit of disloyalty 
must be put down. It is inconsistent wilh 
social order and social society, destructive to 
the safety of persons and property, and aub- 
•veitive of the liberty of the citizen and the 
freedom of tbe nation. Those who tear that 
there are designs iu any quarter to overthrow 
Ite ngi- 2f ST to obstruct the ac- 

customed administration of our iutvs, or to 
usurp any power in violation of constitu- 
tional restraints, should bear in mind tbat 
all sets of violence aud all public disorders 
pave the way for these very usurpations, 
ar.d that they will be regarded with satis- 
faction by those, who, for any cause, ra ly 
wish to destroy either the power or rights of 
cur nation or State. The constitution aud 
statutes of tbe State and nation contain am- 
ple remedies for all wrongs which may be 
committed, either by ruter3 or citizens, aud 
thoee who wish to preserve their rights or to 
potiish offences, whether in public or in pri- 
vate life, should themselves carefully perform 
tfctirduty, abstain from all illegal acts, gen- 
erously support the government, and then 
camly and resolutely claim tbeir rights. I 
aeain repeat the warning which I gave to you 
during the riotous proceedings of last month, 
tint the only oppotitioato tbs censcription 
which can be allowed is an appeal to thq 
courts. 

This is Governor Bramlette's position; and, 
asthe peopleof New York sustained Governor 
Seymour in this position, so will the peoplo 
of Kentucky sustain their noble Chief Magis- 
trate. It is indeed a position to which on due 
reflection every sound and enlightened patriot 
will subscribe. 

Whatever the disloyal party in power may 
do, let tbe people of Kentucky keep their po- 
sition within the ramparts of the constitution, 
and, standing there, with uplifted hands clear 
Horn every spot of unlawful violence, solemn- 
ly appeal as a last recourse to the American 
people at the ballot-box in November. "An 
appeal to them will not be unheeded or unan- 
swered,” Governor Bramlette declares; and 
vys believe the declaration is just. Letjus pre- 
pare to make the appeal with a unanimity 
tbat shall attest to the country and to the 
wct'.d that the spirit of Kentucky is as far 
above the corruptions and intimidations of 
abolitionism as above the jeers and denuncia- 
tions of secessionism.

Death of Professor J. B. Flint.— T ho 
news of the death of Prof. Flint startled this 
mmnnity early on Saturday last. He was 
: Tely engaged in professional duties on 
'day np to snn-set. He returned home to 
iinpper, ate very sparingly, went from the 
able into his office, where he was soon after 
seized with apoplexy, and died about seven 
o’clock Saturday morning. He was one of 
the most eminent men in his profession in the 
United States, and was endeared by his mul- 
titudinous virtues to his professional brethren 
and to the whole community. We shall en- 
deavor hereafter to do some justice to the mem- 
ory of this worthy man. In another column 
will be found the proceedings of the Medical 
Faculty of the University of Louisville, in 
which institution Professor Flint held the 
chair of Clinical Surgery. The physicians 
are to hold a meeting at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing to express their sentiments toward Prof. 
Flint. 

Genbral McClrllan's Report. — It turns 
out that the alleged omissions in the Congres- 
sional edition of General McClellan’s Report 
do not in fact exist. The allegation was a 
mistake. The matter supposed to be missing 
is found, and found in r proper context, though 
not in the precise context which embraces the 
matter in the edition of Sheldon & Company.

■ A despatch was received at the head- 
Ijuarters of General Burbridge, in this city, 
yesterday, from Colonel Hanson, commanding 
at Glasgow, Kentucky, saying that a company 
of the 37th Kentucky mounted infantry, un- 
der the command of Captain Stone, had re- 
turned from a succees f ul scout beyond the 
Cumberland river. At Celina, in the edge of 
Tennessee, the company had a fight with the 
guerilla band of the notorious Hamilton. The 
Federal troops were victorious, scattering the 
band in all directions. Six of the guerillas 
were killed, and six taken prisoners— among 
the latter, Hamilton the wily chief ot the 
band. This i 3 indeed joyful news, for the 
name of Hamilton has long been a dread in 
the southern part of Kentucky. He has waged 
a petty warfare egainst the peaceful citizens of 
cur State, and was actuated by but one prin- 
ciple — wholesale plunder. Though all his 
movements were marked with caution and 
celerity, yet not even an enthusiast — who ex- 
cuses the principle to applaud the wild, ro- 
mantic dash of guerilla warfare — can find 
anything to admire in them. They were all 
planned for robbery, and the robbery for self- 
interest; no cause to plead for the act and pal- 
liate the crime. He never boldly met a foe, 
but always skulked, like a coward, from 
where larked even the sign of danger. He 
only dealt with the powerless and defenceless, 
and wonld not have fonght at Celina had flight 
afforded him means of escape. He was trapped, 
and fight was the only alternative. We are 
sure the people on our border rejoice that the 
wily chief has at last been captured and his 
band dispersed. 

16?” A few days ago, W. Scott Glorc, news 
dealer, advertised that he would soon be pre- 
pared to fill orders for the work of Miss Sallie 
Rochester Ford, entitled “Romance and Rai 's 
of Morgan and his Men.’’ Immediately after 
he advertisement appeared, a communication 
was received at the headquarters of the Po-t 
Commandant, dated “Headquarters Provost 
Marshal, Fifth Congressional District, Ken- 
tucky, March 15,” calling attention to Mr. 
Glore’s notice, and entering a protest against 
the circulation of the work in Kentucky. 
The communication was signed by “G.'W. 
Womack, Captain and Provost Marshal, Fifth 
Congressional District; Will. R. Hervey, Com- 
missioner, and T. S. Bell, Surgeon.” Under 
date of March 18th, Colonel S. D. Bruce re- 
ferred the communication to headquarters 
District of Kentucky, recommending that the 
circulation of the work be prohibited. The 
same date, General Burbridge penned an in- 
dorsement on the communication, referring it 
back to Colonel Bruce, with orders to suppress 
the sale of the book in the city of Louisvillq 
and to notify W. Scott Glore that he will not 
be permitted to bring the publication to this 
city. Colonel Brace immediately acted on 
the order by notifying Mr. Glore of the facts. 

The District ot Kentucky has be a 
divided into two military divisions, the East- 
ern and Western. The Western division in- 
cludes the city of Louisville, the troops sta- 
tioned along the Nashville railroad, and all 
west ot the road, to be under the command of 
Brigadier- General Hugh Ewing. The East- 
ern division embraces all of the territory of 
the old district, east of the railroad. No com- . 
mander has yet been appointed for the divis- 
ion, but it is presumed, that one of the 
Generals in the fi eld with troops, will receive 
the appointment. General Burbridge retains 
command of the district, the General officers 
oi the two divisions reporting to him. This 
arrangement will insure more’ attention to 
the deltnccs of the State, and, with Gen- 
eral Burbridge chief in command, we may 
rest assured that no pains will be spared to 
effect a systematic working of all the different 
departments in the district. 

The Feast of Purim, a Jewish festivity 
of joyful remembrance, will be observed to- 
morrow. The festival was instituted by 
Mordecai at the suggestion of his cousin, 
Queen Esther, wife of Ahaaueraa, King of Per- 
sia, to celebrate the deliverance of the Israel- 
ites from the designs of Raman. It is named 
because, beginning in the first month, Nisan, 
they cast Par, or lot, for an entire year before 
Raman, to find a propitious day to destroy all 
the Jews. The full particulars of the estab- 
lishment of this feast is recorded iu the last 
chapter of the book of Esther. 

JgTThe 4:h Kentucky cavalry, Col. Wiok- 
liffe Cooper, has already gone to the front. 
A large number of recruits will leave this 
place on Tuesday to join the regiment. This 
was the pioneer Kentucky regiment in there- 
cnlistment, and its gallant and accomplished 
Colonel has always distinguished himself not 
only by his chivalry upon some of the gueat- 
est and most glorious battle-fields of the war 
but by his uniform devotion to the comfort 
and the welfare of his men. 

ior-Genral Schofield, commanding 
the Department of the Ohio, has ordered that 
all reciui'S passing through Louisville for his 
department shall be equipped and furnished 
with arms in this city, before they are for- 
warded to his front. Col. Bruce, by direction 
of General Burbridge, is entrusted with the 
execution of tho order. 

Mbe.ting of Physicians.— The physicians 
of the city are requested to meet (this morn- 
ing) in the basement story of the Christian 
Church, corner of Fourth and Walnut streets, 
at 10 o’clock, for the purpose of paying res- 
pects to their deputed colleague Prof. J. B. 
Flint.

Chasip Ferguson's Gcksillai Rotrrkr.— 
Twrnty-kivr Killed — Irrguson' IljMSSt.K 
Woes* rd— Col. Stokes’ 5tu Tinxksseb Cav- 
alry. — The Nashville Union of Sunday is 

indebted to a citizen of Woodbury, Cannon 
county, for full particulars of one ot the most 
gallant exploits which has yet crowned the 
career of that noble regiment the 3h Ten- 
nessee cavalry. It appears that Col. Stokes 
learned, as early as the 14th, that Champ 
Ferguson designed making a raid on the 
Na 3 bvlileand Chattanooga Railroad, and im- 
mediately made preparations to thwart bis de- 
signs. Cdmpanies "A” and "G,” eighty men 
strong, under Captains Blackburn aud Kane— 
the former commanding the battalion — were 
immediately despatched in the direction of 
the anticipated danger; it did not arrive in 
time; and on the following day a train was 
captured, as our readers have already been 
fully informed. The pursuit, however, was 
continued, and on the 17th, the day after tho 
attack on the train, Capt. Blackburn’s com- 
mand came np with Ferguson between Man- 
chester and McMinnville, who immediately 
fled. Our forces, however, lost no time in as- 
sailing him, aud after a skirmish of an hour 
or more, seventeen of the rebels were either 
killed or captured. The Union say 3 “the 
prisoners were immediately takea out and 
shot, in retaliation for their recent murders. 
This act of severity was demanded by the 
dreadful circumstances; it is the only manner 
in which the lives of loyal men can be pro- 
tected. .If men will become murderers, let 
them meet a homicide’s doom, and that with- 
out ceremony.” 

Cn the morning of the 18tb, Blackburn’s 
men again overtook the guerillas on a little 
stream called Calfkiliy river, near where it 
empties into Caney Fork, and there killed 
eight of the villains. In the first day’s fight 
Champ Ferguson was wounded in the thigh, 
but he made his escape; but there is a proba- 
bility that he is tecreted in a house in the 
vicinity of the battle-field; and if so, he will 
be found, aud despatched. Our cavalry is yet 
pursuing the fugitives in the direct on of Short 
Mountain, and it is believed that they will 
all be slain. They numbered from sixty to 
eighty men, before the first fight. We are 
happy to say that in the whole affair we lost 
not a man killed, nor seriously wounded. 

ggy The notorious robber and guerilla 
chief Dick Bowles has at last met with his 
just deserts. He was killed a few days ago, 
seven miles from Gilbcrtsville, Limestone 
county, Alabama, by IraO. Tuttle, the young 
and daring chief of scout3 of the; Army Jof the 
Cumberland. Tuttle sought Bowles, aud rep- 
resented himself as willing to engage in any 
scheme of murder and plunder which might 
be proposed. Bowles was disarmed of suspi- 
cion, and related to Tuttle a short history of 
his life, in which he boasted of the many acts 
of plunder in which he had engaged, and the 
deliberate murders he had committed. Tuttle 
heard him through, and carelessly asked to 
examine the revolver with which Bowles was 
idly toying. Withoutthought of suspicion, the 
tevolver changed hands. Tuttle coolly cocked 
the pistol, and informed Bowles who he was, 
and. drawing his watch from his pocket, said: 
“You have just one minute and a half to lire; 
if you wish to mumble a prayer to God, kneel 
down, aud be expeditious, for, by my soul, 
you die!” Bowles made a lorward movement 
to grasp the pistol, when Tuttle pulled the 
trigger, and the ball penetrated the brain of 
the guerilla chief. He fell aud died without 
a groan. Tuttle immediately retraated from 
the piece, and safely arrived inside of tho 
Federal lines. Dick Bowles was one of the 
most bloodthirsty cutthroats that this war has 
produced. He was a desperate character, a 
daring leader, and exalted in scenes of torture 
and of blood. His name has long been a ter- 
ror on the borders of Georgia. Alabama, and 
Tennessee, and the people rejoice at his death. 
Tuttle accomplished a good job in bringing 
his career of crime to a sudden close.

Tre faculty of the Medical Department of 
the University of Louisville convened at the 
office oi Professor Bay lees, Saturday evening, 
for the purpose of expressing their sentiments 
toward'their late colleague, Professor J. B. 
Flint. 

Professor J. W. Benson, as Dean of the 
Faculty, called the meeting to order, aud on 
motion, Professor T. S. Bell was requested to 
prepare resolutions on this severe bereave- 
ment, who submitted the following: 

The Facuity of this Medical School, in 
comrucn with the devotees of Medical Science 
and the interests of humanity have been sud- 
denly and unexpectedly called upon to suffer 
a calamitous visitation in the death of Pro- 
fessor J. B. Flint, late Professor of Clinical 
Surgery iu the University of Louisville. The 
profound scholarship of Professor Flint, his 
thorough acquaintance with all the details of 
his profession, hi3 high appreciation of the 
duties of the surgeon and his exceeding skill 
as an operative surgeon, his high estimate of 
the claims of suffering humanity, and his no- 
ble qualities in tbe social circle endeared 
Prof. J. B. Flint to his colleagues in medi- 
cal teaching to hi3 ^professional brethren, 
and to his patients in no ordinary degree. 

We, who have held intimate intereourre 
with Professor Flint for many years, feel that 
our bereavement is far beyond a proper ex- 
pression in words. There are so many over- 
whetmirg sorrows rnshing upon us in the 
pntence of this calamity, that, while thought 
:8 vividly sensible of the disaster, it is paral- 
yzed in the expression of the profound .grief 
that has taken possession of us. The poignant 
sensibilities that associate themselves with 
memories of his virtues, and equipments for 
the highest duties of humanity, find their 
most secure repose in the shades of silent sor- 
row. but tbere are weighty dues to the memo- 
ry of our late colleague that seek expression 
in public testimonials to his rare excellence, 
to his long tried worth. 

Twenty-seven years ago Professor Flint 
was called to Lonisvilie as a teacher of sur- 
gery, and from that time to the day of his 
death he constantly grew upon the affections 
and confidence of the people. He enjoyed 
the love and confidence alike of an extensive 
professional acquaintance and a large circle of 
admiring- friends. As a teacher and prac- 
titioner of wbat is justly recognized as Con- 
servative Surgery he bad but few equals, and 
the annals of surgery have no record of his 
superior. He asked no higher fame while 
living, no record that may hand his wor- 
thy fame down to other generations, would 
have been more esteemed by him tbau that 
which may be truthfully said of his Surgery: 
he never maimed where science could a aye. 
This was hi 3 glory while alive, and its merits 
deserves to be cherished among all who love 
hia memory. As some testimonial to the 
memory of our lute Colleague, feeble as our 
best attempts may be.

Section 24. And be it further enacted, That all able- 
bodied nin e colored persons between the ages of t wen- 
tv and forty-live year a, resident in the United State*, 
shall be enrolled according to the provision* of this 
act. and of the act of which thi* is an amendment, 
and form part of the national lorceu; and when a slave 
of a lor al master shall be drafted oud inu-ttered into 
the service of the United States, his matter shall have 
a certificate thereof; and thereupon such slave shall 
be free, and tho bounty of one hundred dollar*, n >w 
payable by law for each drafted man, shall bo paid to 
the person to whom such dratted person was owing 
service or labor at the time of his muster into these- - 
vice of the United Stages. The Secretary of War shall 
appoint a commission iu euch of the slave States rep- 
resented iu Congress, charged to award to each loyal 
person to whom a colored volunteer m »y owe service a 
jest compensation, not exceeding three hundred dol- 
lars. for each such colored volunteer, payable out of 
the fund derived from commutations, and every such 
colored vo’unteer, ond>eing mmtered into the s.-rvice, 
shall be Irte. And in all cases whtre men of color 
have been heretofore enlisted, or have volunteered in 
the military service of tho United States, all the pro- 
visions of tnis a- 1, eo far as the payment of bounty 
ai d c mpei>atiou are provided, shall be e-piady appli- 
ci#do as to those who siay bo hereafter recruited But 
nun of color, drafted or enlisted, or who may volun- 
teer into tbe military service, while they shall be 
credited cn the quota* of the several States or subdi- 
visions of States wherein they are,ro$pec ivoly dwtfted 
enlisted, or shall volunteer, shall not be assigned as 
Mate troops, but shall be mudered into regiments 
com pw its as United State* colored tro^p*. 

The Board of Enrolment of this District, in ob'dl 
once to the amended act of Enrolment, wilt proccd 
atcitceJo t lie execution of this law.

Washington, March 19. 

HOl'SB. 

Mr. Wilson offered an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, declaring that slavery being incom- 
patible with Republican Government, is abol- 
ished throughout the United States. He ar- 
gued that they were bound to destroy slavery 
in order to establish domestic tranquility, and 
secure tbe blessings of liberty to all men sub- 
ject to our laws. He concluded by 9 »ying 
that liberty must be established on the tomb 
of slavery. 

Mr. Wilder made a speech in favor of con- 
ducting the war as if against a foreign na- 
tion. Adjourned. 

New York, March 19. 

A Washington letter to the Tribune gives 
tho following account of a plan submitted by 
Col. Margrave to tho rebel War Department 
in November, 250 picked men were to go 
North and take quarters in Washington, 
Georgetown, Baltimore and Alexandria, so 
as to be able to communicate daily with each 
other, and upon a day fixed by their leader 
were to assemble in Washington lor the pur- 
pose of making the seizure. 

The President it is claimed could be easily 
seized at a quiet hour at tbe White House, or 
'in going to or returning from church, or on 
some other favorable occasion, aad thrust in- 
to a oarriage and driven off. The carriage 
was to be joined a few miles out of the city 
by 23 or 30 armed men cn horseback, it wa 3 
proposed to drive to Indian Hunt, 25 miles 
south of Washington on the Potomac, 2 or 3 
relays of fleet horses being stationed on 
the way where a boat was to be waiting 
to cross the river aud land the captive a few 
miles south of the Ocoquoa river, whan it 
would be easy to work their way with him 
through the fords by night into tho rebel 
cs. To prevent pursuit, every bridge be- 
tween Washington and —

New Orleaks, March 12. 
There is great activity iu military matters 
here. 

Gen. Banks is on tbe eve of departing for 
Western Louisiana. His objective point is 
probably Alexandria. A fleet of Admiral 
Porter’s gunboats has already started for that 
place. It is expected that rather formidable " 
works of defense will be encountered by the 
ircn-clads (one of which is the newly launch- 
ed Of siark) between the month of Red river 
aDd Alexandria. 

Gen. Lee’s cavalry left this city a week 
ago. Their destination is supposed to be 
westward. a 

Madisonville, a small town on Lake Pont- 
ebartrain, opposite New Orleans, has been 
evacuated. It was occupied by our forces 
under Gen. Grover on the 13th of January, 
nnd extensive fortifications thrown up on the 
land side. These works were left intact, but 
they add nothing to the strength of the place 
for the rebels, es it is easily approached by 
water, and the object Bought by occupying 
the place wns to open communication with 
Baton Rouge. 

Gen. Grover's whole force ha 3 baen or- 
dered to concentrate at the latter place. It 
is believed some sort of an understanding has 
been entered into between Gens. Bents and 
Steele, by which Western Louisiana and 
Southern Arkansas are^.be cleared of rebel 
troops. — ^ 

A n order has been issued by Gen. Banks to 
hold an election for delegates to a Constitu- 
tional Convention on the Cth. The Conven- 
tion meets in New Orleans on the 6 th of 
April. There are to be 150 delegates chosen 
on a white basis, as per census ot 1860. New 
Orleans will have 63 members. 

W ashington, March 19. 
The Star says: From parties who arrived 
hete ftom the front to-day wc learn that a 
rebel advance wak anticipated yesterday, and 
;re issued to near! 



marching orders were issued to nearly all 
our commands. However, after all hod been 
packed and everything was in readiness for a 
move, the order was countermanded, and 
things have settled to their usual course. 

Firing#vas heard all along our line yester- 
day, but it is supposed to be merely artillery 
tractice. This morning, however, firing was 
seatd in the direction of Dumfries, aud it 
sounded as though some skirmishing was 
going on there. 

The Star also eays it understands that the 
rebel authorities have signified their inten- 
tion to give up the remains of Cal. Dahlgren, 
and it is expected they will shortly arrive at 
Fortress Monroe. 

The Naval Committee in the House ha 
token near 900 pages of testimony in its in 3 
vestigation of officers of tbe Navy Depart 
ment. Tbere is not a particle of evidenc 
yet produced to show that the Departmeu 
has been mismanaged. 

Mr. Quintard, of the Morgan iron works, 
testified before the Committee that that es- 
tablishment lost $150,000 by its contracts for 
iron wotk for the Government.

New York, March 20, 

A statement that the Government has 
seiz'd or threatened to seize certain locomotive 
shops at the North, is unfounded. We learn 
that the locomotive-manufacturers have res- 
ponded cheerfully to the request of the author- 
ities for a large supply of locomotives. 

The Times Washington special says that 
the excitement about a raid by Stuart has 
subsided. A detachment of the enemy 
crested the Rappahannock at Fredericksburg, 
on Wednesday night, and the following day, 
Col. Ryan, of the 18 th Pennsylvania cavalry, 
captured twenty of them. On Friday morn- 
ing a detachment of the enemy crossed at 
Morton’s Ford and drove in ths 7th Mich’gtn 
pickets; but we subsequently repulsed and 
forced tbem to rccross the river. The 2 i 
corps discharged all their pieces on SUnrdsy 
forenoon. Perhaps this may account for the 
report of firiDg heard at Dumfries. There are 
other indications of rebel demonstrations, not 
proper to state at this time. Stuart is massing 
a large cavalry force at Oharlottville, where 
lie has three brigades, and two at Fredericks 
t.urg* The report that the enemy bad eff cted 
a crossing at Raccoon Ford is not correct. 

The 1st Michigan veteran cavalry, 1,500 
strong, wentto the front on Satnrday. Twelve 
deserters, from the 10 th Louisiana, have 
srrived within our lines. Within three days 
they had got hold of the President’s pfot-la- 
lamation, distributed in Gen. Kilpatricks 
raid. 

The Herald's West Virginia despatch of the 
19th fays that all is qniet in the Shenandoah 
Valley. The latest information from Kan- 
awha Valley does not confirm the rumor that 
an entmy’s fores is marching on Barbours- 
viile. There is no positive indication that 
the enemy contemplate an extensive raid in 
Kanawha Valley. The truth is that the enemy 
are preparing in the neighborhood of New 
river for a raid. 

Tne Herald’s New Orleans letter of tbe 17th, 
says: Colonel Tevis, with the 3d Maryland 
cavalry, arrived yesterday from Madisonville. 
They had scouted from Madisonville through 
nearly ail the country between the Tangipato 
and Pearl rivers. The 9.h and 10th battalions 
of Louisiana cavalry were driven from the 
Chappala river, and one of them captured, 
as was also some blood-hounds with which 
they bad been hunting conscripts. Thirty 
negroes were captured by the rebels from a 
plantation near Fort Pike, and were retaken 
on the 9th. There was not an armed rebel 
witbin sixty nyles of Madisonviite, except a 
few stragglers. 

A number of rebel soldiers, paroled at 
Vicksburg and Port Hudson, who are en- 
deavoring to avoid tbe conscription, were 
brought in. Large quantities of cotton were 
discovered in the country through which our 
forces passed, but could not be removed for 
lack of transportation. The sentiment of tho 
people was unmistakably Union. 

A portion of tbe 3i Maryland consists of 
about four hundred formerly rebel soldiers 
from Fort Delaware, wbo took tbe oath of 
allegiance and enlisted. There have been no 
desertions from it in the lace of the enemy.' 
Tbe cavalry marched ono hundred and forty 
miles before returning here by steamer from 
Madisonville. 

Cairo, March 20 

Mr. C. W. Shipman, agent of the U. S. San- 
itary Commission, acknowledges the receipt 
of nearly $13,000 for aid to white refugees, 
from Gen. Reid, of this sum nearly $12,500 
has been disbursed. Large amounts Of cloth- 
ing has been distributed. 

Gin. Hulburt arrived on the steamer Gra- 
ham en route home. 

The steamer Fanny for St. Louis, sunk with 
240 bates cotton on board, near Egg Point 15 
miles above Grand Lake. No lives lost. Most 
of her cargo was saved. 

Six neeroes were killed and one white man 
was severely injured by the cars running off 
tbe track on tbe Memphis and Little Rock 
Railroad on the 14th. 

The gnnboal Osage, which led the advance 
aud return of the recent expedition up the 
Ouchita river, fired one hundred and fifty 
rounds, had one man killed, and was struck 
by several shots without damage. 

The Ninth and Fifty-third Indiana re-enlist- 
ed veterans arrived, en route for home on 
furlough. 

Eighty-four rebel prisoners, taken by Sher- 
man’s expedition, arrived from Vicksburg. 

Memphis cotton market dull. Prices un- 
changed. Receipts by wagons 500 bales, 
shipments north 500. 

Forrest is reported to be organizing for a 
movement to West Teunessee. Ha has ob- 
tained a large number of horses and is mount- 
ing his infantry. 

Memphis, March 18. 

Gen. nwlburt made a speech to the city 
council les' night, giving tbem to understicd 
that if they did not clean tbe city, and lake 
measuies to improve its sanitary condition, 
he wtu'd stop their collection of t-sjes and do 
the work himself. 

Washington, March 20.

The publi. printer hating been directed te 
publish in pamphlet form the lairs passed at 
the lata session of the Legislature, we hare 
commenced and shall continue to republish 
all those whieh are of general interest. We 
retain the numbers of the chapters by which 
they will be published in the pamphlet laws, 
and hereafter designated. 

[OONTINBID.] 

4G0. An act in relation to the Board of In- 
ternal Improrement. 

Be it enacted, <$e., That “an act to abol- 
ish the office of the President of the Board of 
Internal Improvement, and create a new board 
and to prescribe their duties,” approved De- 
cember 21, lbGl, be and the same is hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 2. That hereafter the Board of Internal 
Improvement shall be composed of three per 
sens, to-wit: The Auditor of the State, eic- 
officio, and two other citizens or the .State, on& 
of whom shall be chairman of the Board, to 
be appointed by the Governor, by and with 
the aavice and consent of the Senate, all of 
whom shall take an oath of office; and one of 
the citizens thus appointed must reside on or 
near the Green and Barren river line of navi- 
gation, and shall receive for his services three 
dollars per day, when actually employed. 
The two citizens appointed by the Governor 
shall hold their office for four years, and 
until their successors are elected and quali

Sec. 11. When said money is collected, it 
shall become a part of the sinking fund of this 
Commonwealth. 

Sec. 12. This act shall take effect from its 

passage. 

480. An act to authorize county court 
clerks to have rebound the books of record ia 
their offices, which may require it. 

Be it enacted, ics., That the clerks of the 
county courts of Kentucky be and they are 
hereby authorized to have rebound any books 
of record within their respective offices which 
may require it. 

Sec. 2. The same to be paid out of the 
county levies. 

Sec. 3. This act to take effect from its pas- 
sage. 

483. An act to amend an act entitled an 
act concerning runaway slaves, approved 3d 
of March, 18U3. * 

Be it enacted, <$-e.,Thal the jailer shall ad- 
vertise the runaway slave iu a newspaper 
nearest his residence. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the 
sheriff to take bond or bonds in all cases, as 
required by the second section of the above 
recited act, and to return said bonds, and all 
heretofore taken, to the clerk of the county 
court of his county— the bonds hereafter 
taken within twenty days after the sale, and 
the bonds heretofore taken within sixty days 
after the passage of this act. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the 
county court clerk, within sixty days after 
said bond or bonds are returned to him as 
above required, to transmit to the Auditor of 
Public Accounts a certified copy of said bond

resignation, or otherwise. 

Sec. 3, It shall be the duty of the chairman 
of the Board to perform all of the duties that 
formerly pertained to the President of the 
Board and be governed by the laws now in 
force, except that he shall have no power to 
draw money out of the treasury, except under 
appropriations made by law. 

Sec. 4. The chairman of the .Board shall 
superintend the repairs made on the internal 
improvements of the State, and for that pur- 

f iose may use the tolls and receipts on each 
ine of navigation, but in no event shall the 
Board or any member of the Board, create 
any debt to be otherwise paid than by the 
tolls and receipts on said liues of naviga- 
tion. 

Sec. 5. That if said Board fail to faithfully 
report the receipts aud expenditures on said 
improvements and pajr into the Treasury, 
any balance of receipt over expenditures, at 
least once any year, they shall thereby forfeit 
their offices, and be subject to a fine, each, of 
not less than 81 ,000, nor over $2,000, recovera- 
ble as other fines. 

Sec. 6. The Auditor of the State, for the 
additional duties imposed upon him, shall 
be allowed }200, and the chairman of the 
Board, $1,200, to be paid as other salaries are 
uow paid. 

Sec. 7. This act to lake effect from its pas- 
sage. 

471. An act for the benefit of certain 
sheriffs ami clerks, and their sureties. 

Whereas, many of the sheriffs and clerks 
of this Commonwealth, from the year 1850 to 
the year 1861, are alleged to have paid to 
Thomas S. Page, late Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, large amounts of the public revenue, 
believing that said Page wa3 authorized to 
receive the same; and whereas, it is repre- 
sented that said Page, instead of paying said 
revenue into the Treasury, appropriated the 
same to his private purposes, and for payment 
again of said revenue, motions are now pen- 
ding in the Franklin Circuit Court against 
said sheriff's and clerks aud their sureties— 

Therefore, 

Be it enacted, j-c., That iu the eveut that 
judgment has been or shall be rendered on 
said motions against such sheriffs or clerks, 
and their sureties, or any of them, if in any 
of such cases it shall be made to appear that 
the revenue for which judgment is rendered 
as aforesaid, has in fact been paid by the de- 
fendant or defendants, or any of them, to the 
said Page, under the belief that he was au- 
thorized to receive it, the Governor be and is 
hereby authorized, through the Attorney- 
General, to suspend in any of said cases, in 
winch he may deem it proper, all proceed- 
ings under execution on any of said judg- 
ments until the re assembling of the present, 
or the meeting of the next General Assembly: 

Provided, further , Before any such suspen- 
sion shall be ordcied the said sheriffs aud 
clerks, and their sureties, consent, in writing 
thereto, to be filed in said motions, aud agree 
Hi at such suspension shall not, in any way, 
directly er indirectly, impair or lessen any 
right or release any lien which the Common- 
wealth may acquire by the institution of said 
motions, the obtentioh of said judgment, or 
the issual of said executions: And, provided, 
however, That nothing contained in this act 
shall be construed or understood as sanction- 
ing or giving effect to any payment not made 
aud evidenced in accordance with the laws 
in force at the time. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and 
after its passage. 

478. An act to tax railroads, turnpike 
roads, and other corporations, in aid of the 
Sinking Fund. 

Be it enacted, That the several rail- 
roads in this Commonwealth, their depot 
grounds and improvements, with the right of 
way, engines, rolling stock, and other invest 
inents for the uses and purposes of the road3, 
are hereby assessed for taxation at the rate of 
twenty thousand dollars per mile. The 
presidents and directors of each road shall, 
annually, on or before the 10th day of .Tuly, 
return, under oath, to the Auditor of Public 
Accounts, a statement of the length of the 
road, and branches belotigiug to them, and 
pay to the Treasurer the same rate of tax on 
the assessment as is levied by law on real 
estate. 

Sec. 2. The several turnpike roads in this 
Commonwealth, (paying dividonds), are 
hereby assessed for taxation at the rate of six 
per centum per annum upon the net dividend 
of said roads, to be ascertained upon applica- 
tion to the treasurers of said roads; and when 
the net dividend shall be so ascertained it 
si all be paid into the treasury by the presi- 
dent of each turnpike company at the same 
time iD each year that other taxes are now 
required by law to be paid. 

See. 3. The assessors of the several coun- 
ties shall also list aud assess the property 
held'by cities, towns, and other corporations, 
not specially exempt from taxation, and re- 
turn the sgme with the other assessments, 
upon which the same rate of taxation shall be 
levied and collected as is charged upon real 
estate. 

Sec. 4. The stock in the corporations pay- 
ing taxes on the corporate property shall be 
eximDt iu the hands of the holders. 



See. 5. That it shall be the duty of the 
president, treasurer, or secretary, of any in- 
surance company in this Stale doing busiucss 
under or by virtue of any charter or act of in- 
corporation granted by this State, to report, 
under oath, to the Auditor ofPublic Accounts, 
on or before the 10th day of July, 1864, and 
on each succeeding 10th day of July there- 
after, the amount of capital stock of such in- 
surance company or association; also, what 
amount of accumulated or surplus fund on 
hand, which statement shall be made up in 
a plain and comprehensive manner, showing 
the condition of said company, aud shall pay 
into the treasury, on or before the 10th day of 
Octubcr in each year, a tax upon each one 
hundred dollars of capital stock, and amount 
of accumulated or surplus fund, equivalent to 
the tax collected upon real estate. 

Sec. 6. That it shall be the duly of the 
treasurer, secretary, agent, or superintendent, 
of any express company doing business in 
this State, to report to the Auditor of Public 
Accounts, on or before the 15th day of July, 
1864, aud on each succeeding 15lh day of 
July thereafter, a full and comprehensive 
statement of the business of the company 
within this State, for the twelve months next 
preceding; and shall, on or before the 10th 
day of October following, pay into the treas- 
ury a tax of six per cent, upon the net profits 
of the business done by it within this 
State. 

Sec. 7. That if any of the officers mentioned 
in sections 5th and 6th of this act shall fail or 
refuse to report to the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts as therein required, that such officer 
shall be liable to a fine of one hundred dol- 
lars for each month he may so fail to report, 
which fine or fines shall be recovetable upon 
motion in the Franklin Circuit Court; ami 
any execution which may issue upon any 
judgment rendered on such motion, may be 
levied on the property of any corporation in 
whose employment such officer may be: 
Provided, however, That before any such 
judgment shall be rendered said officer shall 
have at least twenty days notice of the -mo- 
tion. 

Sec. 8. That all laws or parts of laws iu 
Coutiict or incompatible with the provisions 
:f this act, are hereby repealed, and no other 
taxes Ilian those herein imposed, whether 
provided for in the charters or otherwise, 
shall be collectable from the several corpora- 
tions herein enumerated by this Common 
wealth. 

Sec. 9. That nothing in this act shall be 
onstrued to exempt any of the property, the 
ax upon which is specifically provided for by 
he provisions of this act, from the payment 
any taxes which may not have been paid 
retoforc — this act betng intended to more 
articularly specify how the taxes shall bo- 
aid. 

Sec. 10. The real estate and investments 
evoted to churches, universities, colleges,, 
ublic schools, seminaries, courthouses, 
lerks’ offices, jails, public graveyards, ’ru- 
stic and orphan asylums, and deaf aud 



relating to the case in which said bond or 
bonds were taken. 

Sec. 4. That all money received by the 
sheriff under sales made under the act afore- 
said, approved 3d of March, 1S63, not here- 
! toforc paid, shall be paid by the sheriff to the 
Treasurer of this State, within sixty days af- 
' ter the passage of this act. 

Sec. 5. Any sheriff or clerk failing to com- 
ply with the provisions of this act shall be 
lined fifty dollars for each offence, to be re- 
covered by presentment or indictment of a 
grand jury. 

Sec 5. This act to take effect from*it 9 pas- 
sage. 

508. An act to amend the 6th section of an 
act passed the 19th December, 1861, entitled 
an act to amend the law in relation to runa- 
way slaves. 

Be it enacted, ,j e., That if a slave, makes 
his escape from a county adjoining a county 
bordering on the Ohio river or on the Ten- 
nessee line, and is arrested in said last named 
county, and delivered to the owner, or lodged 
in the jail of said last named county, the re- 
ward for taking up said slave shall be twenty 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. If the slave made his escape from 
another county, not adjoining the county in 
which he is arrested, and is arrested in a 
county bordering on the Ohio river or on the 
Tennessee line, and lodged in the jail of said 
county, thitty dollars; or if delivered to the 
owner or person from whom he made his 
escape, at his residence, forty dollars. 

511. An act to amend an act entitled an act 
to authorize the suspension of circuit courts 
in certain cases. 

[T|jis bill passed the House of Representa- 
tives, and was disagreed to in the Senate, but 
by mistake was enrolled and signed by the 
Speakers of the two houses and the Governor. 
For a law on the same subject, see chapter 
571.] 

522. An act to establish a claim agency for 1 
Kentucky in the city of Washington. 

Be it enacted, J'C , That the Governor, by I 
and with the advice of the Senate, be and he 
is hereby directed to appoint au “Agent for 
the State of Kentucky,” who shall keep his 
office in the city of Washington, whose duty 
it shall be, whenever requested by the party 
or parlies interested, to prosecute before tire 
court of claims ut Washington, or before any 
of the departments at Washington, any claim 
or demand growing out of the existing war, 
which the State of Kentucky, or auy citizen 
or soldier (hereof, has against the Government 
of the United States: Provided, That the per- 
son appointed under this act shall hold no of- 
fice or appointment under the United States 
or Slate of Kentucky. 

Sec. 2. It shall also be the duty of said 
agent to answer all communications addressed 
to him by any Kentucky soldier or citizen, or 
any officer of the State Government, in regard 
to any matter of business, in any of the de- 
partments at Washington. 

Sec. 3. Said agent shall perform such other 
duties as may, from time to time, be required 
of him by the Governor, and may be removed 
by the Governor whenever, in his opinion, 
the public interest demands it. 

Sec. 4. The agent appointed under this act 
shall not, directly or indirectly, receive or 
charge any fee for services reudered under 
this act to Kentucky soldiers, their widows, 
heirs, or legal representatives, nor shall he 
purchase, trade, or deal in any claim placed 
in his hands for collection, or any other claim 
against the United Slates, whether the same 
is or not in his hands for collection. 

Sec. 5. Any violation, by said agent, of 
the provisions of the preceding sections, 
shall be regarded as a misdemeanor, and 
.punished by fine or imprisonment or both, 
at the discretion of a jury. He may be in- 
dicted in the circuit court of the county 
where the claimant or soldier resides, or in 
the circuit court of the residence of the 
agent. 

Sec. 6. Before entering on the discharge of 
the duties of his office, he shall take the oath 
required by the constitution of other officers 
of this Slate; aud shall execute a covenant, 
with sufficient security, to be approved of by 
the Governor, conditioned that he will faith- 
fully and dilgenlly discharge the duties of 
his said office; make full, fair, and complete 
returns of all claims and funds which may 
come into, his hands, or may be entrusted to 
him, and pay over to the claimant all moneys 
and effects which he may receive for any 
claimant; and that he will not, directly or in- 
directly, purchase, trade, or deal in any claim 
whatever, against the United States; wliic a 
covenant shall be filed and preserved in the 
office of tlie Secretary of State, and upon 
which any ono aggrieved may maintain a 
suit for any breach thereof; and any recovery 
on the same shall not bar any other suit upou 
the same for any other and distinct cause of 
action. 

Sec. 7. He shall receive as compensation 
for his services under this act two hundred 
($201)) dollars per month, payable out of the 
public treasury, as the salaries of other pub- 
lic officers are paid. 

Sec. 8. For prosecuting claims of the State, 
or the claims of soldiers, their widows, heirs, 
or legal representatives, said agent shall re- 
ceive no other compensation than the salary 
herein allowed;but for prosecuting the claims 
of other persons, citizens of Kentucky, he is 
allowed to c large any fee agreed upon be- 
tween him and the claimant, not exceeding 
ten per centum on the amount of claim at 
lowed, where such allowance is one huad^fd 
dollars or less; if over one hundred and ¥>: 
exceeding one thousand dollars, ten dollars 
on the first $100, and .five per cent on the res- 
idue may be charged; and if more than one 
thousand dollars, then five per cent on the 
first $1 ,000, and two and a half per cent upon 
the residue of the amount collected: Pro- 
vided, That the said agent shall, not attend to 
the prosecutions of the claims of any other 
State, or citizens or residents of any other 
Slate. And for a violation of this section 
he shall be dismissed from his office by the 
Governor, and on indictment in the circuit 
court of the county where the claimant re- 
sides, fined in a sum not exceeding ten times 
the amount of fee charged. 

Sec. 9. He shall hold his office for a period 
not exceeding two years. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect from and 
after its passage, and continue in force for 
only two years from its passage.
